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N.Y. Chinese Protestf Police Brutality 


NEW YORK 一 More than 
1,000 Chinese demonstrated out- 
side City Hall May 12 to protest 
alleged police brutality and._dis- 
crimination against Asians， 

Most of the protesters _ were 
young men and women who， 
gathering at Bayard Street in 
Chinatown，marched down Park 
Row at 11 a.m. for a mass rally in 
City Hall Park. 

REPRESSION 

Many carried signs proclaiming 

“end all repression,” fight racial 
discrimination, ”and “equal op- 
portunity for Asians.” 
-Ten of the' demonstrators， 
mermbers of a group called Asian 
Americans for 玉 qual Employ- 
ment，then met with special 
Iayoral assistant Joseph Erazo 
to demand the suspension of 
.police officers who allegedly beat 
“a Chinese youth，Peter Yew，in 
an incident in Chinatown .April 
26. 

The group charged that the 
27-year-old Yew, after protesting 
the mishandling of a youth fol- 
lowing an incident between a 


“WILD MAN': SURVIVES

LI is believed that he is Tumei 
Hu, aTaiwanese seaman missing 
from a Tampa hospital，though 
he insisted that he is Wu Chang 
Tong. 

At press time, East/West learned 
that he had committed suicide by 
hanging himself in jail, 
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Chinese and a white motorist， 
Was taken to the Elizabeth Street 
Stationhouse,， handcuffed and 
beaten . 

APOLOGIZE 

They demandedthat all charges 
against Yew be dropped and that 
the Fifth Precinct captain apolo- 
gize for the alleged incident and 
resign. 

In addition, the group called for 
an end to all discrimination 
against Asians in employment， 
education, health and housing. 

”We，as citizens， taxpayers 
and workers in this city，demand 
our democratic rights，” the 
group's flyer said. “We won't 
move from City Hall until the 
Iayor and the police commis- 
sioner meet with us for further 
action.” 


Peter Yew 
Trial Delayed 


NEW YORK 一 The trial of 
Peter Yew for felony assault on a 
Fifth Precinct policeman，sched- 
uled for 9:30 a.m. May 13，has 
been continued to June 3. - 

The courtroom was Swarmed by 
Chinese observers as Soon as 让 
opened at 9 a.m. May 13. It was 
ordered closed to further mem- 
bers of the public. After that， 
only those replacing persons 
leaving the courtroom were al- 
lowed in . 

Proceedings started at 10 a.m. 
After hearing the prosecuting 
policeman，the court declared 
that the case will be tried by a 
jury on June 3. Also, the prosecu- 
tion reduced the charge to one of 
third degree misdemeanor， 


According to the Ad-Hoc Com- 
mailttee to Fight Against Police 
Brutality and Racial Discrimina- 
tion, Yew had been beaten Up by 
the police，first in front of hun- 
dreds of witnesses and then at 


the station after his arrest. Also， 
they claim thatthe arrest of Peter 
Yew was not an isolated incident. 
Namely，a few months ago，two 
policemen who had killed an in- 
nocent citizen in the Jade Chalet 
Restaurant went scot-free. In an- 
other incident，a policeman beat 
up a 13-year-old boy in a Queens 
Borough Chinese ljaundry-. 

On account ofthe above alleged 
police brutality, the group organ- 
ized a mass demonstration May 
19 in support of Yew, to demand 
the suspension of the policemen 
involved, and to demand a public 
apology by the police to the Chi- 
nese community. 


3N.Y. YOUTHS 
SHOT 9 TIMES 


NEW YORK 一 Three Chinese 
youths were Shot nine times with 
automatic weapons while dining 
in the Champagne Restaurant on 
Bayard Street at 3:30 a.m. May 
12，according to the New York 
Daily News. 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Nearly 
200 protestors marched and dem- 
onstrated outside the Mandarin 
Restaurant last Saturday night to

“engaging in loud boisterous 
shouting，yelling and/or other 
noises and activities to disturb 
the peace at plaintitf's (the Man- 
darin's) place of business.” 

STEPPING BACK 

Asthe marchers filled the plaza 
outside the Mandarin doors, wait- 
ing police passed the initial tense 
moments by stepping back, elect- 
ing to decline confrontation by 
allowing the marchers to have 
their way. For the next half hour， 
the march continuedi the demon- 
strators-Successfully drawing at- 
tention to their cause without in- 
cident， 

Meanwhile，inside the restau- 
rant，manager Linsan Chien 
chose to lgnore the protest out- 
side. Pointing outthat they aren 
his employees demonstrating，he 
called attention to the amount of 
business inside and reminded 
that workers keep all the tips. As 
amatter of fact, in the entire res- 
taurant at 9 o"clock，only two 
tables were empty. As the march 
began to unwind then， Chien's 
only comment was,“I will let the 
coOurts decide what happens 
Dext.” 


Wong of North East Medical 
Services (NEMS) to declare the 
current year the“turiaing point” 
for the community project. Never- 
theless，Wong，who is replacing 
Gilbert Lum who resigned early 
in April, maintains that “NEMS 
js getting better and better.,” 

The optimism comes though 
NEMS may suffer a 20 per cent 
budget cut from HEW (which has 
proposed to cut various “314- 卫 ” 
programs)，and the fact that dif- 
ferences in operating “philoso- 
phies are becoming evident. 
“When NEMS began under OEO 
(Office of 忆 conomic OPpportunity) 
in 1970,， the goal was to provide 
comprehensive preventive heajth 
care to the poor and give employ- 
ment opportunities. After HEVW 
took over in 1973，circumstances 
allowed us to give onljy "adequate 
health care.” 

EVERYONE 

Further,“HEVW has directed us 
to not just serve the poor，but to 
Serve eyeIyone.”Because NEMS 
must now also begin co-payment 
with the government to _ achieve 
20 per cent self-sufficiency，the 
resujlts are that drug charges to 
patients have been increased 
from 50 cents to $1.00，and nowr 
more people are being asked to 
pay when they can possibly afford 
过 ， 

“Our eventual hope is to ac- 
quire the Prepaid Health Plan 
with the state So we can receive 
Medi-Cal funds; a future goal is 
to _ become an accredited HMO 
(Health .Maintenance Organiza- 
tion) that could provide good 
heajlth care for everyone.”Wong 
adds，lastly，“Feedback we get 
from the community is that our 
most important job is health edu- 
cation: this will last even after 
NEMS is gone.” 

The possibility of NEMS 
“gone”is remote now as_HEW 
314- 了 上 programs are- carried a 
minimum of five years. A NEMS 
Task Force has been organized to 
outline objectives，increase effi- 
ciency，and study the internal 
Structure of the project， One 
definite improvement Wong 
knows is sure to:be dealt with is 
administrative alteration，While 
HEW auditors have annually 
evaluated the project as on the 
whole satisfactory, recent federal 
“Program Indicators” have 
shown that administrative costs 
have been excessive，and de- 
mand improvement in _ efficiency 
of management. 

TOUGHER 

Formerly the deputy adminis- 
trator of NEMS，Wong promises 
that as the acting director now， 
She will respect Task Force rec- 
ommendations, and make Sure 
that “Services will be the last to 
be cut.”NEMS operates with a 
$1.3 million budget，carries a 
staff of 60-65, and with the over 
5,000 registrants it serves，has 
come to a point where the project 
future depends on meeting the 
needs of both the _ patients and 


HEW. “We have to perform,” 
Wong warns;“”“I will get tough- 
er.”

Comments on Crime Wave

You have asked me to comment 
on the increasing incidents of 
crimes of violence and the more 
recent wave of extortion attempts 
in Los Angeles Chinatown. To 
varying degrees，these develop-

Americans live. It is my belief 
that these developments are 
symptomatic of more basic defi- 
ciencies in the existing social and 
economic conditions of the China- 
town area. 

The influx of new immigration 
from Hong Kong in recent years 
has caused tremendously in- 
creased crowding in Los Angeles 
Chinatown,， with a_ corresponding 
gap in needed housing，employ- 
ment，health，social，and educa- 
tional services. The current eco- 
nomic recession has further con- 
tributed to the frustration of new 
arrivals im seeking employment. 
Recreational facilities and serv- 
ices to youth are in desperate de- 
mand，Diligent _ efforts of the 
Overworked staffs of the lone 
Chinatown Teen Post and:of the 
one recreational and parks facij]- 
ity cannot begin to meet the 
needs.， Although some respon- 
sive merchants are -generously 
funding ,scholarships，much at- 
tention remains to be given to bi- 
lingual educational needs of the 
one elementary school with ap- 
proximately 75 percent Chinese 


enrollment.

. .、“The Year of the Dragon” is a moving piece of theater 
because for perhaps the first time- Orientals emerge as living， 
breathing，troubled，three-dimensional，deeply emotional，human 
beings rather than simple cardboard figures. Takei in particular 
brings to life Fred Eng's bitterness, torment，filial piety and ulti- 
mate grief after he defies his father. Takei is best known for his 
part as Mr. Sulu in the“Star Trek”TV series，which he himself 
describes as a“fourth or fifth banana”role. But ip “Dragon”he is 
given an _ opportunity to demonstrate the broad and powerful range 
of his acting talents. One hopes the theater 一 or television，or ae 
movies 一 will find a suitable major role for him soon. 

PREDICTABLE 

I have not had an opportunity to learn how Chinatown itself has 
reacted to “Dragon,”or to Frank Chin's earlier play,“The Chicken- 
coop Chinaman.”I suppose there have been，or will be，the pre- 
dictable protests that the play is denigrating and inaccurate, just as 
there would be similar protests 过 acomparably stark play were to 
be written about troubled Japanese American characters in a Li'1 
Tokyo setting. Yet we know the story is true to life，and we sym- 
pathize with Fred Eng because we know people like him，and with 
Pa Png because we also know people pathetically torn by the de- 
mandqs of two cultures, one only partly lostin the mists of time, the 
other never really understood nor appreciated nor accepted. 

QUESTION 

. There is one other small question. What did Chinatown think 
of a play about a Chinese family played with actors with names like 
Takei, Suzuki, Yama and Shimizu?

For 
the first time we are seeing a re- 
freshing grouping together of old 
established organizations such as 
the Chinese Benevolent Associa- 
tion and the Chinatown Chamber 
of Commerce，with newer groups 
such-as the Chinese Community 
Council and the_Chinatown Serv- 
to tackle common 
problems. Under way are plans to 
Secure a library for Chinatown,，a 
Imulti-purpose Service center，ad- 
ditional parking facilities，and 
more services for the elderly. 
New plans are also being intro- 
duced to explore an Urban re- 
development program to provide， 
among other services，a comImnu- 
Dity health center and 
housing for the elderly. It is also 
encouraging to see that Chinese 
Americans from the scattered 
suburbs are Supporting a “Read- - 
ing Is Fundamental”program for 
Chinatown school children and 


_participating in other projects. 


That there is much to be done is 
obvious，but hopeful signs indi- 
cate groundwork js being laid and 
that involvement is unifying the 
community. It,goes without say- 
ing that，as living and economic 
cornditions improve,， the building 
up of frustrations leading to 
crimes of violence should propor- 
tionately be diminished .

“Whereas，Americans wel- 
comed these fellow, less fortunate 
human beings not only for their 
Sake but for our own，knowing 
that they strengthened our na- 
tional vitality，constantly renew- 
ing the diversity and richness of 
our lives and the pluralism and 
dynamism of our society, and 

“Whereas, this periodic influx 
of refugees and exiles can serve 
to keep us humble，saving us 
from the sins of arrogance，pride 
and self-righteousness by re- 
minding us of our origins，of the 
misery that abounds elsewhere in 


the world, and of the destiny that 
may also befall us should be be- 
tray Our heritage, now therefore 


“Be it resolved that the Senate: 


reaffirms that the Statue of Lib- 
erty 1S，as Emma Lazarus called 
her，the Mother of Exiles; that 
the Senate reaffirms that the 
lesson of the parable of the Good 
Samaritan lives on in the minds 
and hearts of the American peo- 
ple and is a part of their charac- 
ter; and that the Senate wel- 
comes warmly the latest exiles to 
OUr Shores 一 the refugees from 
South Vietnam and Cambodia.” 

I also believe the Senate re- 
flected the feelings of the over- 
whelming majority of Americans 
when it passed the above resolu- 
tion, 91-1.

Denny Baker of the Portland Po- 
lice Bureau told the Oregon Jour- 
nal recently that members of the 
Wah Ching gang may havepulled 
off the April 22 armed robbery 
and shooting at the Kung Chang 
Social Club here. 

Two men were wounded and 25 
members ofthe club were robbed 
by five masked men who forced 
their way into the club at gun- 
point. Both victims are reported 
to be in satisfactory condition . 

MASKS 

Police said the robbers，all 
armed with pistols and wearing 
black ski masks and black padded 
Chinese-style jackets, took nearly 
$3,000 in jewelry and an undeter- 
mined amount of cash . 

Victims described the gunmen 
as young Asians of average 
height. They said the men were 
rough,，shouting obscenities，and 
one Was Seen carrying a small red 
hatchet.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 State Sen- 
ator George Moscone predicted 
last Friday that the California 
legislature will pass this year

tory of this state，but in the 
history of the entire country.… 
Moscone is running for mayor of 
San 了 rancisco in November. 

In a free-wheeling discussion 
with members of the Chinatown 
community at the annual meeting 
of the San rancisco Greater 
Chinatown Community Service 
Association，Moscone also said 
that the City Planning building 
height limits in the Chinatown 
area are “no longer a satisfactory 
response”in view of the housing 
needs in Chinatown.

INJUSTICE 

The captain had injured his leg 
in an automobile accident while 
on active duty April 20,，1964. Ac- 
cording to Air Force regulations， 
a SerViceman is considered unfit 
for service 过 one of his legs is 
Imore than two inches shorter 
than the other. An incorrect 
medical examination led to his 
discharge on Mareh 31，1965. 
Five years _ after his first dis- 
charge，the Air Force admitted 
thatthe medical determination of 
unfitness was erroneous and that 
the discharge constituted an im- 
justice.” 

The captain was 二 训 病 遇 in 
Juljy，1970. However，just four 
Imonths after his return to the Air 
Eorce,， he was required to go up 
for promotion to major in Decem- 
ber，1970. He failed because he 
had only one Officer Effective- 
ness Report (OER)，concerning

his performance at the grade of 
captain and no explanation as to 
the 1965-70 gap in his career. On 
appeal, the Air Force Board of 
Correction voided the December 
1970 promotion failure, stating at 
the time that it was unjust be- 
cause of the long period (more 
than five years) in which, through 
no fault of his，he received no 
OERs. 

Yee Was Subsequently evalu- 
ated for promotion to major in 
November 1971 and August 1972 


and failed twice because of the 


same five-year gap in his service 
record. The Air Force，however， 
changed their position by stating 
that Captain Yee was not officer 
material and that the record 
speaks for itself，Having been 
passed over twice for promotion， 
Yee was automatically discharged 
on April 30，1973. He re-enlisted 


-as a Sergeant and continues to 


Serve in the Regular Air Force. 


CAPRICIOUS 

The U.S. Court of Claims de- 
cided this spring that the Air 
Force acted arbitrarily and capri- 
ciously，and ordered John W. 
Yee reinstated to the rank of cap- 
tain with back pay effective from 
Apri. 30，1973. The court stated 
that all of Yee's“military prob- 
lems stemmed from an original 
injustice committed by the Air 
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Force itself ”which they never 
corrected. 

Yee has filed a separate lawsuit 
with the U.S. District Court for 
$3 milion damages based on 
racial discrimination and inten- 
tional infliction of emotional dis- 
tress. He is also challenging the 
constitutionajlity of the Air Force 
regujation that requires a manda- 
tory discharge upon two failures 
for promotion. The suit is stil 
pending. 

Attorneys for both cases are 
Norman Lew and Paul S. Fong.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Quailand 
Tom，who admitted embezzling 
abouthalf a million dollars from the 
Chinatown Branch of the San Fran- 
cisco Savings and Loan Association， 
was given the maximum sentence of 
five years plus $5,000 fine May 14. 

Judge William H， Orrick ex- 
plained to Tom his reason for the 
sentence: “You abused the trust im- 
posed in you and you satisfied your 
predilection for gambling，liquor 
and women.” He said that 让 it were 
not for studies showing that imPpris- 
onment beyond five years hinders 
rehabilitation,he would not have al- 
lowed him to plead guilty to only one 
count entailing a maximum of five 
yearS. 

Defense attorney George 了 Davis 
pleaded for leniency，characterizing 
Tom's act as “social suicide””and 
emphasizing the fact that his client 
had sworn to, under penalty of per- 
jury,that he did not have any money， 
Property,， stocks or other assets le 仿 . 
Nonetheless, defense motions to al- 
low Tom to serve his sentence in 
community work and to be permit- 
ted to say good-bye to his children 
were denied . 

Tom's inability to pay the fine will 
not afiect the jail term. With good 
behavior,he may be out after twenty 
months.

they can't even tell you. They might hide under beds，etc. Expect

e。“Do not expeet thank-yous in any language: These children have 
not been taught this, Teach them as you would an infant. 
e“Do not beckon with a crooked finger. That is how Vietnamese 
call dogs, and it is offensive to humans.”

AT MANAGEMENT

thing to go tell him. 39o，when I go' 
and open my big mouth，IL got 
fired.”In that brief statement, fired 
Mandarin employee Bill Meng ex- 


- Plains why he is out of a job and now- 


locked into the courts. 

Ever since the Mandarin conflict 
has been open to the,public，Meng 
has been a central figure; a Spokes- 
man who has expressed the appar- 
ent discontent of workers inside the 
restaurant. The complaints he 
makes criticize management for “no 
job security, no health plan, no dis- 
ability insurance，no holidays，no 
Sick leave,， no overtime，and some- 
times we have to work for hours 
without a break.” 


ANGER 

More appalling than the absence 
of benefits to Meng, though,， is his 
extreme anger at how management 
treats the workers. He explains that 
most are immigrants and they are 
being cheated because of that， He 
insists that“we wouldn't wash dish- 
es any cleaner 让 we spoke English; 
we're still human beings and deserve 
the same rights as everybody else.” 

An incident Meng feels exempli- 
fies worker treatment is when two 
employees“were fired because they 
were sick; they even had proof from 
,the doctor!l”His own came when the 
manager claimed he “interfered and 
challenged authority，” but since 
then the National Labor Relations 
_Board has said the dismissal was for 
Meng's union activities，so ordered 
that he be rehired. That ruling is be- 
ing appealed by the Mandarin now， 


SO Meng can only wait. 


EXTRA TIME 
Fortunately, the extra time allows 
Meng and his Supporters to con- 


tinue the process for Unionization， 
Besides the individual talks with 
present employees，the SUpporters 
plan is to get another election to al- 
low the workers to vote for unioniza- 
tion . 

Part of the strategy within the res- 
taurant is to diminish the historical 
tradition of kitchen employees and 
dining room employees always being 
opposing rivals. By appealing to the 
woOrkers as 3a whole, the hope is for 
enough trust to develop so 让 the 
workers plan a walk-out, 让 would be 
effective, and 计 there ever were an- 
other vote，the majority would be 
Pro-Union . 

Meng indicated that the dining 
room employees now seem to be 
pretty much on his side already, and 
that the demonstration held 1last 
Saturday，May 17，should help in 
bringing others Over too.“We want 
to show the workers inside we're 
supporting them,” was his comIment 
before the event， In terms of the 
Gourt injunction which forbade the 
demonstrators to march in front of 
the Mandarin's doors, he says they 
deliberately acted in defiance be- 
cause“the injunction is unconstitu- 
tional; it is a violation ofthe right of 
free speech.” 


CRITICISM 

Part of the criticism about the 
Mandarin -controversy-by manage- 
ment has been that the Union is in- 
terfering and has no right to Put 
their pressure into the conflict. 
While it is true no official，legal 
sanction for the Union to act on be- 
half of the workers exists, the fact is 
that Meng and other workers went 
to the_ Culinary Union，requesting 
their support. Now that the Team- 
sters has joined alongside too， 
Meng's feeling that “the workers 
will win” appears to be gaining 
shape.

Tired of the rhetoric being cast 
about both by former employees 
and union mouthpieces，Chien 
SouUght to clarify the restaurant s 
position in the months-long con- 
flict. He insists the controversy 1S 
not a battlje of his workers versus 
management; rather，the only 
problem is“the union,， namely 
the Joint Board of Culinary Work- 
ers (comprising the Dining Room 
Employees and related locals). 

TAMPERING 

The history of discord dates 
back to November 22 last year 
when Mandarin employees elect- 
ed to unionize by-a 28-23 vote， 
Substantial evidence was Pre- 
sented afterwards suggesting 
union tampering and proving un- 
fair election practices. According- 
]yy* the National Labor Relations 
Board (NLRB) refused to certify 
the election results; this refusal 
Virtually voided the election . 
Without certification，the union 
cannot legally act as representa- 
tion forthe Mandarin employees; 
furthermore, the management 
has no obligation to recognize 过 . 

In following months, the NLRB 
sided with management on most 


“accusations Concerning unfair 


labor Ppractices， except for a 
ruling that 直 must rehire Billy 
Meng (fired in September) with 
back pay on the grounds that he 
was fired for union activity j- 
legally. Because that ruling is 
being appealed now，Meng is not 
working in the Mandarin，but his 
presence is felt by the manage- 
ment nonetheless. In conjunction 
with union elements，the issue 
has been brought to the public 
eye through demonstrations, boy- 
cotts，picketing，radio，and the 
press: the strategy being to incite 
the pubjic to rally around in oppo- 
sition to“the oppression .of the 
Mandarin bosses.”Their slogan 
“Mandarin workers fight for the 
right to unionize”has come with 
a series of attacks on Owner Ceci- 
lia Sun Yun Chiang，manager 
Chien，and “the forced labor 
underthe worst conditions.” 
LONG AND LOUD 

On any of the leaflets handed 
out by pickets outside the Man- 
darin doors，the complaints are 
listed long and loud: “No job 
security, no paid holidays, no dis- 
abijlity insurance 6or retirement 
benefits，no overtime pay，no 
guaranteed Sick leave or Sick 
leave pay, no rest or meal breaks， 
poor medical insurance and no 
dental plan，low wages，or，for 
Some， less- than minimum 
wages.”On top of this, they de- 
clare“the management refuse to 
recognize or negotiate with the 
Union and have retaliated by fir- 
ing five ofthe workers.” 


Elementary investigation with 
the management，however，re- 
veals the claims are accurate . . . 
but only on two counts: it is true 
the Mandarin does not have a re- 
tirement plan or a dental plan. 

In answer to the remaining 
charges, Chien systematically of- 
fered details accounting for the 
allegations made against the res- 
taurant.，Seeking to dispel the 
“distortions and lies,，”he pre- 
sented a view the pubjlic has yet 
to_ hear. Most ' importantly，re- 
garding the five employees that 
have been fired，aside from 


“Meng, three ofthe other four had 


been new employees an the stan- 
dard initial probation period: one 
busboy was fired because his co- 
Workers complained he wasnt 
doing his share; a waiter because 
of incompetence (“he didnt 


know what a white wine and a red 


wine or a cocktail was after three 
months”), and two cooks. 
DRUNK 

One of the cooks was dismissed 
because he drank too often and 
left work without notification, the 
other because too many of his 
dishes were，by management 
standards，unfit to be served to 
the public. 了 xceptfor Meng's dis- 
charge (Chien claimed he inter- 
fered and challenged his author- 
ity)，none of the firings had any 
connection with union activities， 
a fact the NLRB affirmed，bnut 
Which the union “chooses to ig- 
nore.” 

The charges that the Mandarin 
pays less than minimum wages， 
provides no disability insurance， 
and no overtime pay are absurd; 
all are required by law and any 
infraction would have been de- 
tected long ago. The Mandarin 
grosses over a million and a half 
dollars annually and cannot af- 
ford these jeopardizing risks. The 
Overtime pay grievance is that 
employees ofteii do work up to 
twelve hours a day，yet the only 
law in effect is that overtime is to 
be paid only after a weekly 40 
hours. in addition, the employees 
who do work 11-12 hours a day 
usually volunteer to do so to earn 
higher wages, particularly in tips. 

TIPS 

In a restaurant of the Man- 
darin's class，generous tips are 
common. In a _ study Chien pre- 
sented in court in 1972 using tips 
designated on credit card pay- 
ments, he learned that each wait- 
er handled $350 worth of busi- 
ness in the average hour. Not 
counting the legally allowable 25 
cents per hour credit toward pay- 
roll wages，the restaurant does 
not touch the tips whatsoever. 
Calculating the normal 15 per 
cent tip，Chien found that after 
the waiter divided the total with 
two or three busboys and perhaps 
a cocktail waitress，the average 
hourly wage for each waiter was 
over $8.00, and each busboy well 
OVer $4.00. As .an extra，three 
free meals are offered daily; any 
employee can eat without any 
deduction in pay. 

Because half of the Mandarin'”s 
staff gets paid on an hourly basis， 
with the other half (kitchen per- 
sonnel mainly) by salary，Ppickets 
can .cry that “some employees 
get no paid holidays or paid sick 
leave!”According to the man- 
agement，the hourly-paid work- 
ers aren't entitled to these bene- 
fits，but the Salaried staff are. 
These employees receive five 
days paid sick leave, holiday pay 


on Thanksgiving (the only day in 
the year that the Mandarin jis 
closed), plus all workers get time- 
and-a-half pay Christmas，Chi- 
nese New Year, and New Year S 
Day. The medical insurance plan， 
provided free of charge，grants 
$10,000 for hospitalization and 
major surgical coverage to every 
Worker. 

Concerning rest or mealbreaks， 
the Mandarin policypermits half- 
hour meal breaks，but by neces- 
sity, they are“ 了 flexibje"”breaks to 
be taken when business allows. 下 
there are few customers Or wait- 
ers can arrange to cover for each 
other, there is no problem; how- 
ever,， in any restaurant， 计 there 
are people to be served，they 
come first. 

THE BEST 

Finalljy，on “job security， 
Chien flatly states that“the best 
job security is the worker' s Own 
performance， We want the best 
employees to provide the best 
SerVice.” 

L is because of these conditions 
that Chien concludes“ “Ithink the 
Workers are happy here.”Fur- 
ther,， if there were another elec- 
tion to vote on unionization (and 
it were administered fairly)，he 


.thinks the employees would vote 


against it. “If they were So Un- 
happy, they could have gone out 
on strike.” As it is, the only ones 
even picketing are outside union 
men being paid a_ couple dollars 
an hour and sympathizers con- 
vinced they are fighting for prole- 
tarian liberty from the bourgeoi- 
sie. All the publicity handed out 
Shouts that the “Mandarin Work- 
ers” hneed your support; Chien 
disputes this, pointing out how so 
few of the employees have any- 
thing at all to do with the cam- 
palign. 

THREATS 

The union，Chien feels，is the 
real enemy. 上 Ever since the No- 
vember 22 election，the Man- 
darin has received phone threats， 


_bomb threats，and he has been 


threatened personalljy. Picketers 
have also been making a habit of 
violating a San Francisco court 
injunction requiring them to keep 
15 feet apart.“The union tried to 
force the union on our people, not 
to _ champion their cause and im- 
prove benefits，but to _ break us 
and get the union going. They 
have hurt business some，bnut 
they are really hurting the em- 
ployees morethan heljping them.” 

“Hthe employees ever do vote 
for unionization legally,” said 
Chien，“the management will 
not hesitate to meet and deal with 
the union.”However，he warns， 
“the union has been talking like 
they will do everything for the 
workers，The employees must 
realize that signing a contract 
takes two sides; negotiations 
must occur even after certifica- 
tion，so the union is not going to 
give everything 过 promises.” 

Resolution of the Mandarin 
conflict is not immediately fore- 
seeable. While Chien recognizes 
the right to unionize and values 
to it, he thinks the Mandarin was 
the wrong one to harass. The 
union ls currently speaking“un- 
justifiably” for his employees， 
and even ifthe Billy Meng appeal 
failjs，until the Mandarin's 55 
employees vote again，there WwW 计 
be no rest to the controversy.
